Any 
one who haw ever visited the land of the Malaguena, 
the Flamenco Siguiriya, or the Fandango, ban left 
with an indelible memory of beauty of sound and 
rhythm.

Through itH superb recording technique and won- 
derful choice of artists and music, Fverest lakes you 
to the bills, the valleys and by-ways of the real 
Spain, the Spain of Nino de Murciu, the Prince of 
Flamenco. To call Nino de Murcia a living legend 
is only to repeat the words of millions who have 
seen and heard him. Nino was a child less than ten 
years old when bis incredible voice, with u range 
far above any soprano, was being broadcast over 
stations in Spain. People wondered and there were 
many who would not believe that a human could 
sing as he did. At the age of 12, he won a national 
contest and became a celebrity. Soon the young 
wonder of Spain looked to greener fields, and de- 
cided to go on to France. In Montpellier, they were 
holding a Spanish festival and Nino joined them 
in song and dance. After a long stay in this section, 
he went on to Paris, not only to sing but to learn. 
Ilis desire was to get the feel of the pulse of the 
world of song known as Paris, lie worked and he 
learned and soon Came to the attention of Kemee 
St. Cyr, who found a spot for him on a television 
show. Ilis popularity on television led to recording 
contracts and a number of records on the Conti- 
nental Hit list. 

It is interesting to note that with his appearances 
on television Nino lie Murcia began to show a new 
development in bis musical personality. Nino was 
a I' oik singer i.' ul as such, was proud of his songs, 
bis people, and his heritage. Except in America, it 
was an accepted fact that the Folk singer, the singer 
of Classics and Opera, and even the Gypsy musician, 
never crossed tin* line into the area of popular 
music. Murcia, however, found that he enjoyed the 
songs of the Paris radio and night clubs and that 
be could sing these songs himself in a manner that 
was enjoyed by bis audiences. I bis led to a new 
phase in bis musical career, lie began to record 
Pops and they became bits. 

Nino de Murcia's popularity, however did not 
mean that be forgot or neglected the songs of his 
land and his people; lie became the hero of song 
and the darling of the critics of Paris and the con- 
tinent. Ilis popularity brought him to the attention 
of a number of people who fell that he should have 
an opportunity to be heard in America. Mr. llarry 
Delock, president of Everest Records, was in Europe 
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with a recording unit, and convinced Nino de Murcia 
of the advisability of making Everest his label in 
America, and the result is this outstanding album. 

The music in Murcia’s first American album 
ranges from Pop music, with a full band in numbers 
like Marin Mnreno and Si l as A Calatayud, in which 
Murcia is accompanied by the popular European 
orchestra of Bouchcty, to a number called Mi Nina, 
composed by Nino de Murcia himself. It is in tin- 
songs he himself composes, that we feel the full 
flavor of Nino’s native Spain. Although he inter- 
prets the music of today in a perfect manner, and is 
also an outstanding interpreter of the peasant and 
Gypsy of his homeland, the music he composes has 
a haunting feeling of one who is torn between his 
new surroundings and the bills of bis homeland. 
There is a number on this record that is really fasci- 
nating. The number is called Fiesta De Navidad 
(The Christmas Party). For the person who has 
seen the land of Spain, this number is most sig- 
nificant because it brings back some very vivid 
memories. I here is a place in Spain where one trav- 
els through the hills to a veritable city of eaves 
In these eaves dwell many of the Gypsies of the 
country. They are wanderers who go over the hills 
and plains during the summer but when their wan- 
derings become difficult because of the season, they 
always return to these bill homes. One can ride 
th rough this area any evening and stop by a camp- 
fire and hear sounds of song. Sometimes it seems as 
if tin* whole valley is singing. Then when Christmas 
arrives, there are fiestas, parties and gatherings of 
many clans. It is tin- folk music of this season and 
these people that is gloriously portrayed in the 
Fiesta De Navidad. 

One other song of great beauty and nostalgia is 
the number called Camino Verde (The Green 
Hoad). A number composed by Larrea that seems 
almost as though the composer had just this singer 
in mind, it is so beautifully suited to his interpre- 
tation. 

To make this great Everest album a true souvenir 
of Spain, Nino de Murcia has included not onh 
examples of the true Flamenco but also examples of 
tile folk music of bis native land. Included with the 
true Flamenco-like El (* Uruguay and the famous 
dance that is said to have originated in Malaga, is 
the colorful Malafutena and the beautifully descrip- 
tive Granada. 

In all, this presentation by Everest is one of the 
most enjoyable musical trips to sunny Spain and a 
perfect musical introduction to its people and 
customs.

Jonah Jones nearly gave up the music business when his fortunes 
seemed at an unusually low ebb when jazz seemed to be forced under- 
ground with the emergence of rock nearly 20 years ago, but a chance 
shot at a feature spot on a Fred Astaire TV program renewed his 
careerand made him a commercial asset and since then he has earned 
sums unknown in his heyday as a jazz musician of the first rank. 

His jazz days began on the riverboats operating out of Louisville 
back in the late 20’s. His other apprentice jobs were with Horace 
Henderson, Jimmy Lunceford, McKinney's Cotton Pickers and Lil Arm- 
strong, but his early fame came in the thirties with violinist Stuff Smith 
when that famous combo lit up 52nd Street. Firmly established as a 
stylist of note and power, he became a featured artist with Cab Callo- 
way for 10 years, and then spent several more with a jumping Earl 

You might have heard musicians like these jazz men playing 
much in this style in after-hours clubs, in Harlem, on Chicago’s South 
Side, in Kansas City (definitely) and in Detroit and in L.A.’s Central 
Avenue places like this don't exist anymore, and for that matter this 
kind of jazz has become sometimes, like gold coins, very, very precious 
and therefore much sought after. 

Often these clubs were small, and as such, didn't have any spe- 
cific or advertised entertainers working there regularly, but things 
would and did happen, usually in the hours after one in the morning. 

This was the time when most entertainers and musicians had 
pretty much finished up on their downtown jobs, or sometimes it 
would be later, because years ago nightclubs had a habit of staying 
open regularly until four, and then the jamming which might com- 
mence somewhat earlier would likely go on until dawn. 

Start with sometimes just a piano player (Sam Price would many 
times be that piano man) and possibly a drummer or a guitarist, and 
it wouldn’t be long before all kinds of horn men would be crowding in 
to work off extra energy or to prove their worth as musicians. The 
bread and butter jobs often didn’t allow much freedom of expression 
but insisted on the written arrangements being followed to the letter. 

Some clubs like Mexico's in Harlem would have things set up so 
each night in the week would be set aside for each horn (trumpet, 
trombone, saxophone, clarinet, etc.) and all the top men would be 
sure to be on hand blowing, with an audience of wildly appreciative 
fellow musicians who were usually the section men in the bands, plus 
a liberal sprinkling of chorus girls, dancers, pimps, numbers men and 
a handful of the top sidemen or well-liked bandleaders from downtown. 

In such exhibitions trombonist Vic Dickenson could be counted 
on to more than hold his own. The tall, slender Ohioan blew his 
exuberant yet wistful horn from bandstands as varied as Zach Whyte’s, 
Blanche Calloway's, Claude Hopkins, Benny Carter's and Count Basie, 
before working with smaller groups led by Sidney Bechet, Frankie 
Newton, Eddie Heywood, Bobby Hackett, Red Allen, Wild Bill Davison 
and lately the World’s Greatest Jazz Band. He is featured at length on 
Stormy Weather, Please Don't Talk About Me When I’m Gone (the late 
great Bee Palmer’s number) and If I Could Be With You.

Hines sextet. Since his renewal in the later 50’s he has steadily led 
a quartet in leading nightclubs here and in Canada, Australia and 
Europe. He is featured on growl and open horn on Jonah Whales Again 
and Jumpin' on 57th. 

Alto man Pete Brown played an unusual style that seemed to be the 
epitome of “jump,” an adjective applied to some of the more heated 
moments of swing style. He was from Baltimore and came to New 
York with Banjo Bernie Robinson in 1927, but it took him 10 more 
years to get downtown to 52nd Street where he began building an 
audience for his playing. He led his own small bands regularly until 
the mid-50’s when bad health and a weight problem forced him to 
give up regular playing. This is one of his last recordings and he is 
featured on Pete's Delta Bound and Jumpin’ on 57th. He died in 1963. 

Bassist Milt Hinton from Vicksburg, Mississippi played with 
Freddie Keppard, Cass Simpson and Eddie South around Chicago 
before joining Cab Calloway in 1936. 15 years later he began doing 
studio work in New York and taking choice jobs like playing with Louis 
Armstrong’s All-Stars and a short period with Count Basie. Milt is 
always in demand for any kind of jazz and any kind of pop session as 
well. 

Cozy Cole’s drums have had the diversified background of work- 
ing with Wilbur Sweatman, Jelly Roll Morton, Blanche and Cab Callo- 
way, Willie Bryant, Benny Carter and Stuff Smith (at the same time as 
Jonah Jones). He has appeared on Broadway in Carmen Jones and in 
The Seven Lively Arts, ran a drum school with Gene Krupa, played with 
Louis Armstrong's All-Stars, and had a hit single record with TOPSY, 
and has since joined forces with his old friend Jonah Jones. 

Sammy Price has doggedly pursued individuality and 
the retention of his blues-based style in the face of ever-changing 
musical fads. Starting in his native Texas as Charleston contest win- 
ner, he soon became an adept blues pianist and talent scout, serving 
in the latter capacity for Brunswick Records. He played in territory 
bands and small night clubs throughout the Southwest and wound up 
spending three fertile years in Kansas City, playing mainly at the 
famed Yellow Front night club until Prohibition ended. Then a short 
stay in Chicago led to five years in Detroit working with small combos. 
He came to New York and set up as house pianist for Decca's race 
record series for more than a decade, while working on 52nd Street 
and in Cafe Society. His appearances in' Europe after World War II 
increased his following, and he has since gone into other non-musical 
ventures and politics, while not forsaking basic blues and boogie 
woogie.

But, if you're lucky enough to sign up 
with outfitters Dobbin and Caroline 
Shupe, you’ll also be getting a couple of 
friends. Their obvious zest for this kind of 
life is infectious and contributes to the joy 
and enthusiasm expressed on this part of 
the album.

What about the independent spirits that 
would rather go it alone? 

If you are experienced in backcountry 
survival and in good physical condition, a 
wilderness trip with one or two friends is 
a great way to spend your vacation. But 
remember, this is your vacation. You’re 
supposed to have fun, not merely survive. 
For most of us a guided trip is just rugged 
enough to introduce our bodies to life 
without luxury. And just tame enough to 
let us have fun without worrying about 
survival. 

A Canyoneers brochure seems to sum 
up best the reasons for guided wilderness 
travel: 

“A guide is, first of all, a companion — 
then he or she becomes a friend, a kin- 
dred spirit, someone who knows the way 

.knows the hazards and difficulties, 
protects you . protects the eco-system 
...adjusts your pack, puts on band- 
aids. keeps you drinking enough water 

.makes you laugh. . makes you curi- 
ous. gives you short courses about what 
you’re seeing.”

“THE BIG RIDE ’ 

On Friday morning. May 5, a little after 5 A.M.. Americas 
first astronaut was in his pressure suit, ready for the "big ride."

REV. DANIELS’ NUMEROUS ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


Rev. Daniels was highly respected for his high moral character, and exemplary qualities of leader- 
ship. He held membership in many Civic, Religious and Professional organizations. He held leader- 
ship positions in District, State and National organizations and associations. In 1974 he was named 
Citizen Of The Week, Recording Artist of the Year, and Number One In The Nation award by 
Billboard Magazine. He served on the Board of Directors for the United Negro College Fund and 
the Houston Area Urban League. He also received an award from the Houston Lawyers Associa- 
tion for his outstanding contributions in religion. 


Rev. Daniels never forgot to give God the praise and thanks for leading him this far. He felt that 
any person who was presented the plan of salvation and accepted Christ into his heart with pro- 
fessional care would become a new creature, old things are passed away, and one could know and 
experience God’s love and God’s plan for his life. 
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In August, 1974 Rev. Daniels founded and organized W. Leo Daniels Private School. He organized 
the school because of the many boyhood experiences in the red hills of East Texas in Center, 
where he and other boys and girls were victims of racism and sought to receive an education in 
inferior sociological, psychological and educational environments. As a boy he dreamed of organ- 
izing a school in which boys and girls could achieve an excellent and superior education in a 
Religious environment. In recent years, he watched the environments in adjacent school districts 
that were going from bad to worse and he decided to take a step with Faith in God and the 
Parents and Friends of the Black Community and organized a private school. Today the enroll- 
ment is over 250 pupils in Day Care, Pre School, Kindergarten and grades 1 through 8.

Vanguard has also produced magazine ads for the Navy, one of 
which says, “The Navy’s trying to learn about Black Pride. Why don't 
you help teach them the lesson they want to learn?” 

Vanguard and the United States Navy are working together in the 
learning process. This record is one product of the process. 

It contains today’s music — funky blues, gutbucket sounds, hard 
rock — and the for-real voices of sisters and brothers who know 
the street and the inside of poverty like most people know their own 
front rooms. 

Each spot tells a story, in music and words, that’s summed up in 
the overall theme of the Navy/Vanguard coalition: In today’s Navy, 
you can be Black and Navy too.

‘‘Sex in itself is not sinful, but the wrong use of sex is exceedingly sinful." Thus states 
evangelist Jack Wyrtzen as he emphasizes Hebrews 13:4 in this frank and out-spoken mes- 
sage. Recorded before an audience in Pine Pavilion at Word of Life's Island Camp for 
teenagers (Schroon Lake, New York), Jack’s remarks are intended not so much to underscore 
the negative as to accent the positive values of life "more abundantly" (John 10:10). 

Sexual sin is playing havoc with young people, wrecking lives in the name of a "good time" 
and then casting them into the slough of despond, or leading them even further along on 
the steepening road of moral delinquency and degeneracy. Where is the answer to be found 
in a day of declining parental authority? Among psychiatrists? In schools where the Bible 
can no longer be read? In the courts? "No!" thunders Jack Wyrtzen. "God has given man 
the ability to create life, and He has set down the rules that control blessing and cursing in 
the use of His gift. It is up to us as preachers to proclaim the whole counsel of God in this 
matter." 

After declaring that free love is neither free nor love, but bondage according to Galatians

cleanse his way?" asks the Psalmist. "By taking heed thereto according to thy word" (Psalm 
1 19:9). 

WHO IS JACK WYRTZEN? 

Founder and International Director of the world-wide ministries of Word of Life Fellowship, 
Inc., Jack Wyrtzen first turned to the Lord Jesus Christ in October, 1932. Jack was just 19 
years of age, and as far as his attitude toward life is concerned, time might well be said to 
have stood still ever since.

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k^pain has always been the name that brings to 
mind bountiful music and colorful rhytbms. Any 
one wbo bus over visiloil the luiiil of the Malaguciia, 
the Flunicnco Siguiriya, or the Funtlungo, bus left 
with nil indelible memory of bounty of sound und 
rhythm. Now Everest brings to life those memories. 
Through its superb recording technique und won- 
derful choice of urtists und music, Kvorcsl lukes you 
to the bills, the valleys und by-wuys of tile real 
Spain, the Spain of Nino dc Murciu, the Prince of 
Flamenco, To cull Nino do Murciu a living legend 
is only to repeat the words of millions wbo have 
seen and heard him. Nino was a child less than ten 
years old when bis incredible voice, with a range 
fur al love any soprano, was being broadcast over 
stations in Spain. People wondered und there were 
many who would not believe that a human could 
sing as he did. At the age of 12, he won a national 
contest and became a celebrity. Soon the young 
wonder of Spain looked to greener fields, und de- 
cided to go on to France. In Montpellier, they were 
holding a Spanish festival and Nino joined them 
in song and dance. After a long stay in this section, 
he went on to Paris, not only to sing but to learn. 
Ilis desire was to get the feel of the pulse of the 
world of song known as Paris, lie worked and he 
learned and soon came to the attention of Reince 
St. t.yr, who found a spot for him on a television 
show. Ilis popularity on television led to recording 
contracts and a number of records on the Conti- 
nental Hit list. 

It is interesting to note that with his appearances 
on television Nino do Murcia began to show a new 
development in his musical personality. Nino was 
a Folk singer ij'id as such, was proud of his songs, 
his people, anti his heritage. F.xcopt in America, it 
was an accepted fact that the Folk singer, the singer 
o 1 Classics and Opera, and even the Gypsy musician, 
never crossed the line into the area of popular 
music. Murcia, however, found that he enjoyed the 
songs of the Paris radio and night clubs and that 
he could sing these songs himself in a manner that 
was enjoyed by Ilis audiences. This led to a new 
phase in his musical career, lie began to record 
Pops and they became hits. 

Nino de Murcia’s popularity, however did not 
mean that he forgot or neglected the songs of his 
land and his people; he became the hero of song 
and the darling of the critics of Paris and the con- 
tinent. Ilis popularity brought him to the attention 
of a number of people who fell that he should have 
an opportunity to be heard in America. Mr. Harry 
Belock, president of Fverest Records, was in Europe 
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with a recording unit, and convinced Nino de Murcia 
of *>"• advisability of making Everest his label in 
America, and the result is this outstanding album. 

Tbe music in Murcia’s first American album 
ranges from Pop music, with a full band in numbers 
like Murid Moreno and .Si Fas A Calatayud, in which 
Murcia is accompanied by the popular European 
orchestra of Bouchcty, to a number called Mi Nina, 
composed by Nino de Murcia bimsclf. It is in the 
songs lie himself composes, that we feel the full 
flavor of Nino’s native Spain. Although lie inter- 
prets the music of today in a perfect manner, and is 
also an outstanding interpreter of the peasant and 
Gypsy of his homeland, the music he composes has 
a haunting feeling of one who is torn between his 
new surroundings and the hills of his homeland. 
There is a number on this record that is really fasci- 
nating. The number is called Fiesta De Navidad 
(The Christmas Party). For the person who has 
seen the land of Spain, this number is most sig- 
nificant because it brings back some very vivid 
memories. 1 here is a place in Spain where one trav- 
els through the hills to a veritable citv of caves 
In these caves dwell many of the Gypsies of the 
country. They arc wanderers who go over the hills 
and plains during the summer hut when their wan- 
derings become difficult because of the season, the) 
always return to these hill homes. One can ride 
through this area any evening and stop by a camp- 
fire and hear sounds of song. Sometimes it seems as 
if the whole valley is singing. Then when Christmas 
arrives, there are fiestas, parties and gatherings of 
many elans. It is tin* folk music of this season ami 
these people that is gloriously portrayed in the 
Fiesta De Navidad. 

One other song of great beauty and nostalgia is 
the number called ('.amino Verde (The Green 
Road). A number composed by Larrea that seems 
almost as though the composer had just this singer 
in mind, it is so beautifully suited to his interpre- 
tation. 

To make this great Everest album a true souvenir 
ol Spain, Nino de Murcia bas included not only 
examples of the true Flamenco but also examples of 
tbe folk music of bis native land. Included with the 
true Flamenco-like FA (iuruguay and the famous 
dance that is said to have originated in Malaga, is 
the colorful Malaguenu and the beautifully descrip- 
tive G ranada. 

In all. ibis presentation by Fverest is one of the 
most enjoyable musical trips to sunny Spain and a 
perfect musical introduction to its people and 
customs.

Jonah Jones nearly gave up the music business when his fortunes 
seemed at an unusually low ebb when jazz seemed to be forced under- 
ground with the emergence of rock nearly 20 years ago, but a chance 
shot at a feature spot on a Fred Astaire TV program renewed his 
career and made him a commercial asset and since then he has earned 
sums unknown in his heyday asa jazz musician of the first rank. 

His jazz days began on the riverboats operating out of Louisville 
back in the late 20’s. His other apprentice jobs were with Horace 
Henderson, Jimmy Lunceford, McKinney's Cotton Pickers and Lil Arm- 
strong, but his early fame came in the thirties with violinist Stuff Smith 
when that famous combo lit up 52nd Street. Firmly established as a 
stylist of note and power, he became a featured artist with Cab Callo- 
way for 10 years, and then spent several more with a jumping Earl 

You might have heard musicians like these jazz men playing 
much in this style in after-hours clubs, in Harlem, on Chicago’s South 
Side, in Kansas City (definitely) and in Detroit and in L.A.’s Central 
Avenue places like this don't exist anymore, and for that matter this 
kind of jazz has become sometimes, like gold coins, very, very precious 
and therefore much sought after. 

Often these clubs were small, and as such, didn’t have any spe- 
cific or advertised entertainers working there regularly, but things 
would and did happen, usually in the hours after one in the morning. 

This was the time when most entertainers and musicians had 
pretty much finished up on their downtown jobs, or sometimes it 
would be later, because years ago nightclubs had a habit of staying 
open regularly until four, and then the jamming which might com- 
mence somewhat earlier would likely go on until dawn. 

Start with sometimes just a piano player (Sam Price would many 
times be that piano man) and possibly a drummer or a guitarist, and 
it wouldn’t be long before all kinds of horn men would be crowding in 
to work off extra energy or to prove their worth as musicians. The 
bread and butter jobs often didn’t allow much freedom of expression 
but insisted on the written arrangements being followed to the letter. 

Some clubs like Mexico’s in Harlem would have things set up so 
each night in the week would be set aside for each horn (trumpet, 
trombone, saxophone, clarinet, etc.) and all the top men would be 
sure to be on hand blowing, with an audience of wildly appreciative 
fellow musicians who were usually the section men in the bands, plus 
a liberal sprinkling of chorus girls, dancers, pimps, numbers men and 
a handful of the top sidemen or well-liked bandleaders from downtown. 

In such exhibitions trombonist Vic Dickenson could be counted 
on to more than hold his own. The tall, slender Ohioan blew his 
exuberant yet wistful horn from bandstands as varied as Zacli Whyte's, 
Blanche Calloway’s, Claude Hopkins, Benny Carter's and Count Basie, 
before working with smaller groups led by Sidney Bechet, Frankie 
Newton, Eddie Heywood, Bobby Hackett, Red Allen, Wild Bill Davison 
and lately the World’s Greatest Jazz Band. He is featured at length on 
Stormy Weather, Please Don't Talk About Me When I'm Gone (the late 
great Bee Palmer's number) and If I Could Be With You.

Hines sextet. Since his renewal in the later 50's he has steadily led 
a quartet in leading nightclubs here and in Canada, Australia and 
Europe. He is featured on growl and open horn on Jonah Whales Again 
and Jumpin' on 57th. 

Alto man Pete Brown played an unusual style that seemed to be the 
epitome of “jump,” an adjective applied to some of the more heated 
moments of swing style. He was from Baltimore and came to New 
York with Banjo Bernie Robinson in 1927, but it took him 10 more 
years to get downtown to 52nd Street where he began building an 
audience for his playing. He led his own small bands regularly until 
the mid-50's when bad health and a weight problem forced him to 
give up regular playing. This is one of his last recordings and he is 
featured on Pete's Delta Bound and Jumpin’ on 57th. He died in 1963. 

Bassist Milt Hinton from Vicksburg, Mississippi played with 
Freddie Keppard, Cass Simpson and Eddie South around Chicago 
before joining Cab Calloway in 1936. 15 years later he began doing 
studio work in New York and taking choice jobs like playing with Louis 
Armstrong’s All-Stars and a short period with Count Basie. Milt is 
always in demand for any kind of jazz and any kind of pop session as 
well. 

Cozy Cole’s drums have had the diversified background of work- 
ing with Wilbur Sweatman, Jelly Roll Morton, Blanche and Cab Callo- 
way, Willie Bryant, Benny Carter and Stuff Smith (at the same time as 
Jonah Jones). He has appeared on Broadway in Carmen Jones and in 
The Seven Lively Arts, ran a drum school with Gene Krupa, played with 
Louis Armstrong's All-Stars, and had a hit single record with TOPSY, 
and has since joined forces with his old friend Jonah Jones. 

Sammy Price has doggedly pursued individuality and 
the retention of his blues-based style in the face of ever-changing 
musical fads. Starting in his native Texas as Charleston contest win- 
ner, he soon became an adept blues pianist and talent scout, serving 
in the latter capacity for Brunswick Records. He played in territory 
bands and small night clubs throughout the Southwest and wound up 
spending three fertile years in Kansas City, playing mainly at the 
famed Yellow Front night club until Prohibition ended. Then a short 
stay in Chicago led to five years in Detroit working with small combos. 
He came to New York and set up as house pianist for Decca’s race 
record series for more than a decade, while working on 52nd Street 
and in Cafe Society. His appearances in' Europe after World War II 
increased his following, and he has since gone into other non-musical 
ventures and politics, while not forsaking basic blues and boogie

River Running 

Unfortunately, the Grand Canyon looks 
like its pictures from the rim. Few sur- 
prises. So, the best way to experience this 
or any canyon is from the bottom.

What about the independent spirits that 
would rather go it alone? 

If you are experienced in backcountry 
survival and in good physical condition, a 
wilderness trip with one or two friends is 
a great way to spend your vacation. But 
remember, this is your vacation. You’re 
supposed to have fun, not merely survive. 
For most of us a guided trip is just rugged 
enough to introduce our bodies to life 
without luxury. And just tame enough to 
let us have fun without worrying about 
survival. 

A Canyoneers brochure seems to sum 
up best the reasons for guided wilderness 
travel: 

"A guide is, first of all, a companion — 
then he or she becomes a friend, a kin- 
dred spirit, someone who knows the way 
. knows the hazards and difficulties, 
protects you . . protects the eco-system 
...adjusts your pack, puts on band- 
aids. keeps you drinking enough water 
makes you laugh, makes you curi- 
ous . gives you short courses about what 
you’re seeing.”

He organized 
the school because of the many boyhood experiences in the red hills of East Texas in Center, 
where he and other boys and girls were victims of racism and sought to receive an education in 
inferior sociological, psychological and educational environments. As a boy he dreamed of organ- 
izing a school in which boys and girls could achieve an excellent and superior education in a 
Religious environment. In recent years, he watched the environments in adjacent school districts 
that were going from bad to worse and he decided to take a step with Faith in God and the 
Parents and Friends of the Black Community and organized a private school. Today the enroll- 
ment is over 250 pupils in Day Care, Pre School, Kindergarten and grades 1 through 8.

Vanguard has also produced magazine ads for the Navy, one of 
which says, "The Navy’s trying to learn about Black Pride. Why don’t 
you help teach them the lesson they want to learn?” 

Vanguard and the United States Navy are working together in the 
learning process. This record is one product of the process.

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"Sex in itself is not sinful, but the wrong use of sex is exceedingly sinful." Thus states 
evangelist Jack Wyrtzen as he emphasizes Hebrews 13:4 in this frank and out-spoken mes- 
sage. Recorded before an audience in Pine Pavilion at Word of Life's Island Camp for 
teenagers (Schroon Lake, New York), Jack's remarks are intended not so much to underscore 
the negative as to accent the positive values of life "more abundantly" (John 10:10). 

Sexual sin is playing havoc with young people, wrecking lives in the name of a “good time" 
and then casting them into the slough of despond, or leading them even further along on 
the steepening road of moral delinquency and degeneracy. Where is the answer to be found 
in a day of declining parental authority? Among psychiatrists? In schools where the Bible 
can no longer be read? In the courts? "No!" thunders Jack Wyrtzen. "God has given man 
the ability to create life, and He has set down the rules that control blessing and cursing in 
the use of His gift.

After declaring that free love is neither free nor love, but bondage according to Galatians 
6:7, Jack points out that moral delinquency is on the alarming increase in America with more 
than 250,000 girls going from the high school desk to the maternity ward last year. A 
startling upsurge in the incidence of venereal disease among teenagers helps to emphasize 
the fact that a vast problem confronts us. And then the evangelist compares marriage to a 
professional football team on which the wife is the captain, the husband is the coach, and 
the owner is the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Hundreds and hundreds of teenagers have been brought to repentance and conversion as 
Jack Wyrtzen has given this message over and over again. "Wherewithal shall a young man 
cleanse his way?" asks the Psalmist. "By taking heed thereto according to thy word" (Psalm 
1 19:9). 

WHO IS JACK WYRTZEN? 

Founder and International Director of the world-wide ministries of Word of Life Fellowship, 
Inc., Jack Wyrtzen first turned to the Lord Jesus Christ in October, 1932. Jack was just 19 
years of age, and as far as his attitude toward life is concerned, time might well be said to 
have stood still ever since. Still a teenager at heart, this dynamo seems practically inexhaus- 
tible as he travels up and down the land, on the go day and night, conducting youth rallies, 
broadcasting and telecasting coast to coast every week, managing the affairs of Word of 
Life with the largest camping program in the world, overseeing similar programs already 


established in Central and South America, and currently being pioneered in Germany under 
one of the Word of Life quartets. Always available for counsel on the smallest or the largest 
matter, full of fun and well informed, little wonder that his rapport with teenagers is imme- 
diate and lasting.

Moving always by faith and never wavering from his original calling of reaching teenagers 
for Christ, Jack Wyrtzen's career has been a series of miracles as God has given some indi- 
cation of what He can do with a life that is dedicated — without any reservation — to Him.

In 1940, under God, a vision became a reality as Word of Life Fellowship was formed on 
the basis of Philippians 2:16. Under this non-profit, non-denominational ministry more than
